4. (Currently Amended) The substance describ e d in pharmaceutical composition 
of claim 3, wh e r e in said substance is pr e sented in a form which is suitable for oral 
administration. 

5. (Currently Amended) The substanc e described in pharmaceutical composition 
of claim 3, wher e in said substanc e is pr e sented in a form which is suitable for parenteral 
administration. 

6. (Currently Amended) The A method of prophylaxis and/or treatment of 
diabetes mellitus, which consists in administering to the patient of the pharmacological 
substanc e , containing as an activ e p e ptid e ag e nt an effective amount of tetrapeptide Lys-Glu- 
Asp-Trp-NH 2 [SEP ID NO:!] tetrapeptide in doses of 0,1 30 jug/kg of th e body w e ight at 
least once a day for a period necessary for attaining a therapeutic effect. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6 wherein the pharmacological 
substanc e is int e nded for parenteral administration tetrapeptide is administered parenterally . 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6 wherein the pharmacological 
substanee is intended for oral administration tetrapeptide is administered orally . 
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9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7 claim 6 wherein the 
phnrmnrnlngicfil substanc e describ e d in claims 3 5 is activ e wh e n tetrapeptide is 
administered in doses of 0,1 30 0.1-30 mg/kg of the body weight.
